PEARL HARBOR, July 27—The I 
fate of decimated Japanese forces 
on Tinian and Guam islands was ; 
apparently sealed today after in­ 
vading 
American troops scored 
new successes and the enemy death 
toll rose to 4,758 for the two op­ 
erations. 
Desperate attem pts of the Jap­ 
anese to break out of an American 
trap a t the Lase of Orote penin­ 
sula on the western shore of Guam 
in the port Apra area resulted in , 
death for 400 Japanese. This raised j 
the total of enemy dead on Guam 
| to 2.800.

I counter-attacked and drove about 
3,000 yards up the peninsula ac- 
r*rd ag to an announcement from 
f Admiral C hester W. Nimitz’ Pa­ 
cific fleet headquarters.

The Nimitz announcement said 
th at the counter-attack was sup- 
j ported by "intense artillery and 
naval gun fire and bombardment" 
and gave the Americana control of 
the southern portion of Orota, thus 
scaling their encirclement of Port 
Apra and leaving no escape corri­ 
dor for the Japs on the tip of the 
peninsula, with their backs to the 
sea. 
Meanwhile. American Marines, 
hardly rested from their conquest 
of Saipan, scored record advances 
on Tinian, little more than a hun­ 
dred miles northwest of Guam, and 
now hold the entire northern quar­ 
ter of the island according to P a­ 
cific fleet headquarters 
The Tinian advances were made 
on the morning of July 25 after a 
sweeping

by 
Thunderbolt 
fighters of the Seventh Army Air 
Forte on the preceding day. The

Foreign 
Minister 
Denies 


Giving Secret Aid To 


Axis Nations 


BUENOS AIRES, July 27- Ar­ 
gentina, through its foreign minis­ 
ter. Orlando L. Peluffo, denied to­ 
day that its government had given 
any secret aid to the Axis and 
called for an understanding of the 
principles for which the nation 
stands. 
In an address at the foreign min­ 
istry in the presence of President 
Edelmiro Farrell, Vice President 
Juan Domingo Peron and cabinet 
members. 
Peluffo declared that 
Argentina desired 
to cooperate 
with other American nations but 
refused to tolerate outside inter­ 
ference in either the internal or ex- j 
terns! affairs of the nation.

I found them and we all 
came out alive. 
"I never expected to receive ary 
medal for that, and if I hadn t 
gone back after them, my mind 
would never have been at ease. 
"Maybe I shouldn’t have told 
you this, but I thought you might

to know why I

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RUSS BENEFIT AS 
GERMAN 
ARMOR 
MOVES TO WEST 


R f I n t e r n a t i o n a l .S ew s S e rv ic e 
American tanks plunging for­ 
ward southwest of the 
French 
communications center of St. Lo 
swept more than two miles beyond 
St. Gibes today to occupy the stra­ 
tegic rail town of Canisy, from 
where they fanned out. 
West of St. Gibes, a Yank as­ 
sault column of tanks and infantry 
pushed beyond the captured town 
of Marigny. 
The twin drives, according to 
front dispatches received by Reut­ 
e r’s, threatens the entire German 
front at the base of the Cherbourg 
peninsula. 
Allied headquarters said th a t 
the Americans had broken through 
Nazi lines in two sectors south­ 
west of St. Lo and are continuing 
to advance. 
At the eastern end of the bias­ 
ing 
Normandy 
battlefront, 
the 
British Second Army held firm 
south of Caen despite savage Ger­ 
man counter-attacks. 
But there 
j was no mention of the fighting 
southwest of Caen, where the Brit- 
J 
p Q i*h were forced to yield the towns 
of Evrecy and Esquay to the en­ 
emy. 
Hun Morale Sinks 
There were increasing signs of 
low’ morale among German troops 
taken prisoner in the American 
advance south and west of St Lo. 
Many of the Nazis were suffenng 
from shellshock as a result of the 
devastating American aerial and 
artillery bombardment th at m ark­ 
ed the opening of the new offen­ 
sive. 
Heavy fighting was reported un­ 
der way in the Sevee river area 
north of Peelers, where the Ger­ 
mans counter-attacked four times 
yesterday and forced some minor 
withdrawal. 
American Liberator bombers, es­ 
corted by M ustang and Thunder­ 
bolt fighters, raided German mil­ 
itary targets in the Brussels and 
Gent areas of Belgium and the 
Nazi DNB agency reported that

cuss the subject, it seems to have 
come to the notice of a good many 
people. 
Phlebitis means an inflamma­ 
tion of a vein. The veins usually 
involved are those of the leg— 
the most dependent part of the 
body 
and, 
therefore, 
the 
part 
where the large veins have the 
blood moving the most sluggish­ 
ly. 
tin c t the veins are always 
filled with blood when an infec­ 
tion strikes them it results almost 
instanter in clotting of the blood. 
So a phlebitis really is a thrombo­ 
phlebitis— thromus being the word 
for a clot inside a blood vessel. 
Phlebitis occurs alm ost alway* 
during convalescence from a sur­ 
gical operation, or childbirth, or 
lying in bed following a broken 
bone, or accident of some kind. It 
occurs occasionally in 
varicose 
veins, but not as often as the 
favorable 
circum stances 
which 
that 
condition 
presents 
would 
lead one to expect. Phlebitis slso 
is one of the complications of in­ 
fectious diseases, particularly ty ­ 
phoid fever, but with the practical 
disappearance of typhoid that va­ 
riety is nearly eliminated. Pneu­ 
monia is the next most frequent 
infectious cause in phlebitis. 


Infection in Blood Stream 
How does the infection get to 
the vein? Since the inside of the 
vein is well protected from the 
outside world it must be infection 
already in the blood stream . Some­ 
tim es it is very easy to see how 
this occurs, sometimes very dif­ 
ficult. 
A fter childbirth the womb is 
large and soft and it lies right 
over the big veins in the pelvis 
into which the leg veins drain. 
The uterus is a t this stage boggy 
and very frequently there are re­ 
mains of septic m aterial in it. It 
is to prevent the presence of this 
septic m aterial th a t the modern 
obstetrician is so careful with his 
technique of cleanliness. But in 
spite of all precautions, some­ 
tim es slight sepsis does occur. 
And this lying over the pelvic 
vein, or perhaps carried by the 
general circulation to the slug­ 
gish veins in this condition in­ 
fects their inside wall, causes the 
phlebitis. 


It is not always so easy to ac­ 
count for all the cases of phlebitis 
following surgical operation, but 
any wound is liable to have septic 
material in it, no m atter how 
meticulous the precaution* against 
such accidents, and this septic 
material wandering through the 
blood vessels finds the veins in 
the legs of a person lying in bed 
the ideal spot for setting up in 
flammation. 


Most Cases Curable 


A phlebitis may be acutely dan­ 
gerous, even fatal, in the produc­ 
tion of an embolus in the lung—a 
small clot of blood which detaches 
itsell from the main clot in the 
veins of the leg and wanders 
around until it reaches a vessel 
so small it cannot get through so 
lodges there—and usually this is 
in the lung. 
Most cases of phlebitis get well, 
but the remote consequences ar* 
not always pleasant. 
N ature’s 
method of cure is to cause the clot 
in the vein to become hard like 
scar tissue and then to canalise 
it with little vein channels. These 
canals perform the function of 
the vein which is to carry th* 
blood back to the heart, but they 
do not work as well as the orig­ 
inal model, and the person is 
likely to have the affected leg 
■well up on any unusual exertion. 
It even gets perm anently larger 
than its fellow. 
Surgeons and obstetricians are 
making every effort to prevent 
this disagreeable and dangerous 
complication. 
Since one of the 
factors seems definitely to be 
rest, it is the modern custom to 
get the surgical patient or the 
convalescent mother out of bed 
earlier than the old two week 
standard. Many surgeons approve 
getting the patient up on th* 
fourth post-operative day.

Crop shortages threaten to be 
a bigger problem than manpower 
shortages in Circleville plants as 
canning season arrives. 
Absence of rain in Pkkaw ay 
county Is expected to cut produc­ 
tion as much as 50 percent, can­ 
ning plant operators said Thurs- • 
day. Canning of corn was to start 
Thursday in one plant and n e x t! 
week in the other. 
Esmeralda 
Canning 
company I 
planned to start Thursday to pro- j 
cess com. Officials of the company 
expect crops to be about 50 percent j 
of normal. The plant cans corn, 
asparagus and pumpkin. Most o il 
the early sweet com was lost by 
drought. 
At the Winorr plant, which ex­ 
pects to start canning com next 
week, officials are hopeful that 
rain this week will revive crops. 
At the present time they stated 
they were unable to estimate the 
shortage. Some of the crops may 
be saved, officials said. The com­ 
pany plans to can com, 
lima 
beans pumpkin and soy beans yet 
this season. 
Predictions of light com crops 
over the state are reported in news 
dispatches from Columbus. Spring 
predictions forecast large supplies 
of torn, but the drought has ruined 
many crops. The tom ato crop is 
expected to be large because the 
drought has aided in the control 
of insects which in normal seasons 
destroy a large percentage of the 
yield. Soy beans and lima beans 
also are withstanding the drought 
well, but green beans are said to be 
suffering greatly. 
Increased acreage brought the 
June pea canning up to about that 
of last year despite the fact that 
crops were only about 60 peicent 
of Spring predictions. 
W ar Manpower Commission of­ 
ficials say that sufficient workers 
have been recruited to fill needs 
of the state's canneries. 
Extension Service officials re­ 
port that farm ers will lie allocated 
sufficient 
prisoner 
labor 
from 
Camp Perry to harvest crops if 
the necessity arises.
